Tho color bar is definitely 
fixed slid is a fundamental feature of 
our Constitution. We want the 
British Empire to recognize that fact ( 
and to respect it. 

Oiffioulty 

"It is apparently difficult for the 
Government of the mother country, 
and possibly for the people, to realize 
how great is the color question with- 
us New Zealanders and Australians. 
The Chinese come to us in small num¬ 
bers, and wo want their numbers to 
diminish rather than increase. 

"The Japanese are a more aggres¬ 
sive people and constitute our great¬ 
est menace. We want the Imperial 
Government to understand lids mnt- 
ter more thoroughly than it does. The 
Japanese peril is there alt the time. 

"It has now come to this: Now 
Zealand and Australia—for in this 
matter we ace all of one mind—ob¬ 
ject emphatically to a renewal of thi 
Anglo-Japanese treaty. When that 
treaty was made there was some ex- 
ci*se for it. ltussia was threatening 
India, while Germany was threaten¬ 
ing Europe and the United States 
was <oo much concerned with the 
Monroe Doctrine to be depended on.
